After seven weeks in America, 


the first reaction to hearing "I 
beg your pardon" uttered

London't Heathrow Airport is 
one of cultural shock. Echoes of 
the rude examination by U.S. 
customs o f f i c i a l s , the gruff 
m o.nosyllabic 
exclamations 
of 


Now York cab driver, the open 
hostility of airport porters, all 
these and many more still ring in 
one's ears. 


Philip G. Zimbardo, a Stanford 


University psychologist, claims 
that the bad behavior stems 
from what hn calls "deiudividua- 
tion." An I.B.M. number does not 
have to be polite. "If no one 
knows who I am, what difference 
does it make what I do?" is the 
logic Zimbardo 
claims is now 


prevalent. 


Such a feeling of anonymity- 


has not yet bred open hostility in 
England. When a pedestrian uses 
a crosswalk in London, all traffic 
stops, even though there are no 
lights. In Washington, D.C., one 
can be run down when crossing 
with the green. 


Little feeling seems to exist for 


one's fellow man: a youth hitch- 
hiking along an American road is 
viewed as a hoppy or a bum, the 
black man approaching on a dark 
street is thought of as a potential 
assailant, the waitress at the 
hamburger stand is regarded as 
a food-serving mechanism. There 
appears to be a general refusal to 
help others who may be in 
trouble.

If Americans think they've got 


economic troubles, they should 
take a look at Israel. Engaged 
in a three front conflict with her 
Arab neighbors, Israel has a 
fragile and dependent economy 
that is beginning to show the 
strain. "If her economy should 
falter seriously, the consequences 
for her military, strategic and 
diplomatic 
policies 
would 
be 


marked," states a recent article 
in Current History. 


These strains are being felt by

superiority. Getting up in a bus

hynocrisy in a society where each 
individual is essentially on his 
own. Until a new form of inter- 
relationship develops in which 
every human is viewed as a being 
worthy of respect and considera- 
tion, the bull market in boorish 
behavior will remain at a peak.

The prevention of this disease 


must be intensified in the hope 
that 
it 
can 
be completely 


eradicated and spare the lives 
thfit later can depend only on 
surgical miracles. 


For years I have been em- 


phasizing 
the 
fact that 
the 


isolation caused by dcafneus 
produces profound psychological 
changes in many persons. Many 
deaf people, 
especially tlioso 


who refuse to accept the fact 
that their hearing is impaired, 
live in a world of pretense. 
They hope that their disability 
will be disguised and will not be 
recognized. 


It is for special pliychological 


reasons and advantages that the 
hard of hearing and the deaf 
are encouraged to seek help 
without any sense of shame. It 
is a far greater stigma to 
pretend that one hears than to 
openly face the reality and wear 
a hearing aid if it is prescribed. 


An extension of the relation- 


ship 
between emotions 
and 


deafness came to light in a 
study at the Elgin State Hos- 
pital in Illinois. More than 40 
per cent of the patients who 
were studied failed to pass a 
hearing 
test 
because 
of 
a 


number of car conditions. 


It came as a startling sur- 


prise to Dan F McCoy, head of 
the Hearing and Speech Depart- 
ment of the hospita.l, that when 
the hearing was corrected there 
was a very definite improve- 
ment in the behavior of some of 
the mentally ill patients. 


ft is particularly interesting 


that a partial return of hearing, 
where possible, played an im- 
portant role in the dismissal 
and the eventual rehabilitation 
of more than 50 patients with 
mental disorders. Small as this 
group of cases may be, it is a 
study which needs further in- 
vestigation and deserves the 
rccogintlon it is receiving.

Blacks Still Excluded 
As Mormon Priests

Ibe Mormon Church continues 
to exclude Negroes of African 
lineage from its priesthood has 
been blasted by n prestigious 
i n t e r denominational weekly,

Tlio official statement, writ- 


ten by Hugh B. Brown and N. 
Eldon Tanner of the church's 
First Presidency, 
was issued 


shortly after Stanford Universi- 
ty cited the 
Mormon

ing relationships with all Mor- 
mon colleges and universities. 


Explained Presidents Brown 


and Tanner: "Joseph Smith and 
all the succeeding presidents of 
the Church have taught that 
Negroes, while spiritual chil- 
dren of a common father . . .

On the otliorhand, an article 


by Colgate University professor 
Glen Davidson details repeated 
instances of racial discrimina- 
tion by Mormon authorities, in 
Utah and elsewhere. And the 
same conclusion was reached by 
the national convention of the 
NAACP, in its resolution charg- 
ing that the Mormon Church is 
racist 
in both doctrine and 


practice. 


The growing number of Mor- 


mons who have expressed 
an- 


guish over their church's racial 
policy i n c l u d e s former Sec- 
retary of the Interior Stewart 
Udall and University o! Utah 
Dean Sterling McMurrin. But 
not U.S. Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development George 
Romney, who has 
excoriated 


Udall for daring to. protest their 
church's racial segregation. 


When the 2.8 million-member 


denomination holds its general 
conference early next month, a 
majority vote of the expected 
8,000 delegates could veto the 
election of President Smith — 
but this has never happened 
before. 


Neither has the appointment 


of any Apostle ever been chal- 
lenged by popular vote, so that 
the Twelve Apostles, who nomi- 
nate all of their own replace- 
ments, are in effect a self- 
perpetuating board. 


Possibility of a reform move- 


ment is also stultified by the 
awesome financial power of the 
Mormon hierarchy and its vast 
business holdings. The total 
number 
and 
value of these 


holdings have never been re- 
vealed — even to the millions of 
members who continue to con- 
tribute at least 10 per cent of 
their t o t a l income to the 
church. 


Hope of Mormon racial re- 


form appears even dimmer if 
the Twelve Apostles continue 
selecting 
Presidents 
on 
the 


basis of seniority — the case in 
every election since Brigham 
Young. For the third Apostle in 
line after Smith is Ezra Taft 
Benson, former U.S. Secretary 
of 
Agriculture, currently re- 


nowned for his connections with- 
in the John Birch Society. 


"He would REALLY

revelations!" says Dean Mc-

blueprint for the master plan 
nyolving cost estimates of $1.8 
million, which will be trimmed. 


Welch told the commission, 


meeting in the Holiday Inn, M- 
139, that a program of even $1.3 
million 
was "going to raise 


grave doubts", even though the 
money has been pledged by a 
federal agency, because of the 
local share issue. Estimates of 
:he local share, based on the 
$1.3 million, have been reached 
as high as $350,000. No local 
funds have been developed yet. 
$1.5 MILLION EARMARKED 


The

by 


Welch has been reported ear- 
marked by the federal Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) 
department for first-year costs 
if the plan is submitted 
and 


approved by HUD by an April 
deadline. 
Funding

budget starting July 1, if the 
deadline is missed, 


Welch announced during the 


session that the deadline had 
been extended 30 days to April 
30 by HUD. He promised the 
actual plan would be unveiled 
by the old April 1 deadline, as 
previously pledged. But he said 
approval of the document by the 
local agencies involved would be 
handled during the extension. 


Also announced 
during 
the 


session was a move by leaders 
of the Citizens Steering Council 
(CSC) to see if the 
citizens 


group had certain review and 
approval rights over programs 
funded under the master plan. 


Warren Mitchell, chairman of 


the council and a member of 
the commission, said HUD rules 
were being reviewed to see if 
the requirement was already in 
effect. 


ONE STEP IN PROGRAM 


The council has programmed 


incorporation as

as one step for 


remaining in the program after 
the planning year. 


The blueprint for the first- 


year plan was adopted Thurs- 
day night by the CSC, included 
arc 23 of 40 proposals submitted 
for consideration. The programs 
call for employment of 201 staff 
employes and would reach a 
projected 3,534 persons or one 
hird of the residents in the 
1,236 acre neighborhood. 


Welch said the present staff,

Dictionary Editors Have Plenty on the Ball, Especially English 


THE DICTIONARY contains adjectives to 


describe how it keeps up with the Eng- 


lish language—the task is endless, exacting, 
precise. It means keeping vip with astronauts, 
hippies, or any other group that might in- 
troduce a word, meaning or usage. 


Guardians of the dictionary read, listen, 


and catalog their discoveries. An unabridged 


dictionary such as the Merriam - Webster 
Third New International, published in 1961, 
came out with some 450,000 words and more 
than 100,000 new meanings. Since its release, 
constant revisions have .been made by the 
dictionary's staff in Springfield, Mass. The 
addenda, a supplement to the dictionary, is 
one way the huge volume stays abreast of 


words like "psychedelic" that suddenly be- 
come widely used and need to be defined. 


A pair of brothers, George and Charles 


Merriam, purchased rights to Noah Webster's 
dictionary in 1847. Webster's first dictionary 
in 1806 had 40,000 words. Today's version, 
more than ten times as wordy, runs all the
